5S. J. WHAWELL, 1857-1926. 


Ky AMUEL JAMES WHAWELL was born at Great Turnstile, 
~ Holborn on Oct. 17th, 1857, coming of a family of armourers 
{ dating back to the middle of the XVII Century. His father 

died when he was barely a year old, and his mother carried on 
the business of the restoration of ancient armour until her son was old 
enough to wield a hammer and assist in the family craft. 


In the early sixties of the last century the fashion for historical 
and costume pictures was at its height; every painter and illustrator had 
a small armoury of his own. Thus young Whawell came into contact 
with most of the artists of the day, amongst others Robert Hillingford, 
Frederick Weeks, Charles Keene, W. P. Frith, G. C. Kilburn, Sir James 
D. Linton, and John Pettie: the last named painter gave the young 
man great encouragement, and commissioned him to make a suit of 
“ Maximilian” armour. Mr. Woodgate, the well-known antiquary of 
High Holborn, whose stock—which so intrigued Thackeray—included 
much fine armour, was another early friend. 


However, the craze for armour diminished and Whawell signed 
aboard a clipper bound for S. America; and after a few years at sea, 
went to 8. Africa where he joined Baker’s Horse and with them served 
through the Zulu War of 1879, after which he joined the Cape Mounted 
Rifles. Shortly after he returned to London, and from 1883 devoted 
himself to arms and armour. 


He was soon called in to form the well-known collection of armour 
belonging to the late Mr. Edwin J. Brett, and for many years scoured 
the Continent in search of fine examples, venturing into the lesser-known 
parts of Hungary, Poland, Spain, Italy, and Germany. He purchased 
en bloc the Gayeski collection, which was removed in sleighs across the 
snow followed by a pack of starving wolves that could be kept off only 
by continuous firing. 


At the Tudor Exhibition of 1890 he was responsible for the display 
of armour, and in 1893 his services were sought in the arrangement of

the armour in the Great Hall of Hampton Court. On the death of Sir 
Richard Wallace, he was intrusted with the valuation of the armours 
at Hertford House. 


In 1904 he made a journey to Vienna to purchase the famous Franz 
Thill collection, one of the most extensive ever formed. 


Latterly he formed the collection of Prince Ladislas Odescalchi, and 
the loan exhibitions of armour of S. Kensington Museum and the British 
Empire Exhibition. Only last August he travelled to Schloss Erbach in 
the Odenwald, whence he secured many historic pieces. 


He laid down his arms for ever on Dee. d5th, 1926. 


Throughout a career that was full of adventure he shrank from no 
trouble or risk in pursuit of his work. As a practical expert on ancient 
arms and armour he stood supreme. In England and abroad prominent 
curators and collectors have been anxious to secure his approbation of 
their prizes. His friend and pupil, the late Sir Guy Laking in the 
Preface to his Monumental work on European Armour (p. ix) pays 
him a magnificent and fitting tribute in declaring, “ whenever a con- 
troversy has arisen ... I have always turned to him and his decision 
has ever been final; for his knowledge of our subject is never at fault. 
It is not too much to say that a judgment of his passed on any Euro- 
pean weapon or armament is one which cannot be disputed.” 


The collection now being offered for sale contains many fine pieces : 
and the following might especially be singled out as worthy of a place 
in any Museum or Collection. The historic “ Spinola” sword, Lot 206, 
the beautiful “ Dreux” sword, Lot 48, the rare cinquedea, Lot 303, the 
two fine salades, Lots 209 and 242, the remarkable falchion, Lot 326, 
the magnificent Buckler and Rondache, Lots 239 and 279, the celebrated 
“Hope” arquebus, Lot 251, and the rare and interesting bascinet, Lot 
224, ‘The collection is remarkable for its infinite variety, exhibiting as it 
does specimens ranging from the humble pikeman’s outfit to the 
knightly sword and head-piece.

The pommel of the sword is inset on one side with a champlevé 
enamel medallion bearing the arms of the Counts of Dreux: 
checky or and azure, but the enameller, as not infrequently 
happened, has reversed the order of the metal and the tincture 
The title was first granted to Robert, fifth son of Louis VII 
of France, called “le Gros,” in 1137, and the family eventually 
became extinct in the male line by the death of Count Pierre 
de Dreux in 1345. This therefore places the date in the first 
half of the 14th Century, which conclusion is further strength- 
ened by the early shape of the shield upon which the arms are 
borne.

A FINE COMBINED SworRD AND PIsToL, this remarkable specimen 


is a choice example of those rare combination-weapons con- 
structed in Germany during the 16th and 17th Centuries. 
The sword-hilt is of smoothly blackened steel and of the type 
known as swept. Within a cartouche upon the dome-lke 
pommel appear in gilded relief two nude female figures with a 
child. ‘The oval quillon-terminals are relieved with gilded, 
embossed figures of horsemen; other portions of the hilt 
similarly decorated.

This fine swept-hilt rapier is engraved on the knuckle- 


guard with the name of its original owner X AMBR X 
SPINOLA X EXERC X IMPER X (Ambrogio Spinola, commander 
in chief of the army). The Marquis Ambrogio di Spinola, an 
Italian general in the Spanish Service and one of the greatest 
soldiers of his time, was born at Genoa in 1570 and died at 
Castel Nuovo di Scrivia on September 25th, 1630. He com- 
manded the Spanish armies in the Netherlands against Prince 
Maurice of Nassau until the peace of 1609.. He also conquered 
the Palatinate in 1620, and successfully besieged Breda in 
1625. Quite apart from its historical interest this sword is 
undoubtedly one of the finest triumphs of craftsmanship which 
has been handed down to us. The beautifully designed steel 
hilt is almost covered with exquisitely chiselled Biblical scenes, 
so wonderfully wrought as to compare favourably with the 
finest goldsmith’s art of the period. It is Italian (Brescian) 
work of the beginning of the 17th Century. The blade bears 
on the ricasso a swordsmith’s mark in the the form of an 
| Annunciation group, and is furnished with a sheath, the chape 
- of which is similarly decorated to the hilt of the sword. The

It is interesting to contrast this Italian form with the con- 
temporary German forms. It is a transition form between the 
normal salade and the early closed helmets. The reinforcing 
plate over the brow and the form of ocularwum are typically 
Italian. A little later it evolves into the closer-fitting bellows 
visored salade, so beautifully depicted in the picture in the 
Uffizi (once called “ portrait of Gattamelata” and variously 
ascribed to Caroto, Torbido and Giorgione) of an armed knight 
with his squire. (Cf. No. 80 of the Wallace Collection). But 
though such are comparatively rare, our present example is of 
much greater rarity. Indeed, Laking’s “ Record of European 
Armour” contains no instance of a helmet akin to wt. The 
vizor in profile somewhat recalls the “ Moorish” salade of 
Philip I of Spain in the Armeria Real, Madrid, surmounted by 
pomegranate (No. D. 14 of catalogue). Perhaps this was made 
for the Spanish market. .

‘Owing to the exceptionally massive character of the 
“rebates” (or turn-over margins) it creates an illusion of 
great weight, two perforations on either side of breast originally 
served to affix the springs regulating the play of the gussets. 
The overlapping lames afford a certain amount of flexion to 
the torso. Very characteristic is the strong horn-like lance- 
rest (of the type known in Germany as “ altartig”) with its 
inlaid bands of latten. This fine relic is of South German make 
circa 1480-90, and was captured by the Turks, perhaps in 
one of the sieges of Vienna. At the top of the medial ridge 
is the stamp of (Hans ?)

224 To the true amour lover this will appeal as a capital 
item, even when confronted with the finest pieces here 
presented. A true bascinet of fine quality is one of the choicest 
prizes that gladden a collector’s heart. The present piece, both 
in form, craftsmanship and quality of metal is first class. The 
pointed apex is placed towards the back, the skull subtly 
convex at the back of the head, is of concave profile at the 
nape. A small cap or finial (of position of which traces are 
perceptible in the metal) has at some time been affixed to the 
apex by four rivets of copper, of which but one remains. A 
close-set row of perforations runs round face-opening, con- 
tinuing in a double row at base; a diagonal row of four holes 
runs on either side from temple to base, and continues round 
back by five further holes. These are for vervelles (staples) 
securing the camail; the others being for the lining, although 
the arrangement of perforations round the edge suggests that 
modifications may have taken place in ancient times, a con- 
jecture that gains in plausibility from the copper rivet. still 
remaining near the apex. This suggests that this piece though 
of undoubted European origin, has been at some time in the 
Kast, perhaps in Egypt. A helmet bearing certain analogies 
to this was found at Khordofan up the White Nile, and figured 
in the Exhibition of Helmets and Mail in 1881. The two holes 
set vertically over the brow indicate the presence originally 
either of a visor hinged over face or of pegs for the attachment 
of a nasal affixed to the camail. A helmet not altogether’ un- 
hike this but retaining such a visor (of rounded profile) is at 
present in the Museum of Valeria-Sitlen, canton of Wallis, 
Switzerland, and has been associated with the battle of Sempach, 
1380. The present piece is stated to have come from a church in 
Ireland. If this is true, and its presence there could be traced 
back sufficiently far, it might possibly have belonged to one of 
the English leaders who fought under Richard II against 
Macmurrough. It should be moreover remembered that some 
of our great nobles (e.g. Thomas Mowbray for his duel with 
Bolingbroke in that very early reign) ordered their armour from 
Italy English or Italian, Late 14th Cent.

The front opening broad at the top, 
narrows gracefully downward in a faintly S-shaped curve. 
The edges are turned outward as usual over a wire. Row ot 
rivet-heads round the brows for affixing strap to which was 
sewn the lining; below this on either side two rivets (one 
missing) for: securing the chin-straps (Cf.

They are affixed to the 
shoulder-straps by pins and staples. 

REREBRACES of two plates, each forming TURNING JOINTS. 
Semi-open ELBow-cops with detachable plate over arm-bend, 
a peculiarly Greenwich trait, they have one plate above and 
one below the elbow, vambraces opening lengthwise on 
hinges and closed by spring pins.

aggeration to say that this piece can _ confidently 
challenge comparison with any extant example of its 
class and period, whether for make, completeness, 
beauty or state of preservation. Indeed, the late 
S. J- Whawell once declared unequivocally it was the 
finest helmet of its kind that he had “* ever clapped eyes 
on.’’ The skull has a three-sided keel, pierced at summit 
for attachment of crest. Rivetted to the front of skull and 
fitting over the keel is a stout, boldly cusped reinforcing 
plate. The cheek-pieces, hinged at the top, overlap in front 
over the chin and extend backward till they almost meet 
over the narrow tailpiece depending from rear of skull-piece. 
This tail-piece retains intact its original rondelle with edges 
recessed in a series of indents. ‘The mezail or face-guard 
is in one piece strongly wrought outward below the ocula- 
rium (which, as usual in these early armets, is formed by 
the interval left between the forehead-plate and 
face-guard), the profile between this and the sharply pro- 
jecting beak is markedly concave, below this to the right 
it has a peg for raising and a group of five breathing holes. 
It gradually lengthens at the base from front to rear so as to 
form a neck-guard. A thin extra lame rivetted round the 
base (an original plate) once secured the leathern strap to 
which at this date was commonly secured a deep fringe or 
collar of mail, an adaptation of the earlier camail worn with 
the bacinet. The tailpiece referred to above ends in a pair 
of lateral lugs which overlap and steady the closed cheek- 
pieces. Every portion of this helmet is in all but ‘‘ mint- 
condition.’’ 

Recently acquired from a Spanish mansion where it 
appears to have been preserved from a remote period, it 
would seem previously to have eluded the vigilance of 
treasure hunters; to this no doubt is due its unspoiled 
condition.
